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Introduction 


This book seeks to explore the ontological nature of time through a 
philosophical analysis that views the "now" as an ontologically independent reality, 
disconnected from perception and memory, existing as an absolute, self-sufficient 
event in its manifestation.

Historical-Philosophical Context
